Illegal Leftist Union Opens Congress in Spain 


MADRID, April 15 1AP}.—The 
first convention by an illegal 
union organization since the 
Spanish Civil War opened in 
‘Madrid today with a call for 3 
democratic break with the pres- 
ent government. 

Declaring “the failure of 
Fascism to defeat us,” general 
secretary Nicolas Redondo led 
500 delegates of the Socialist- 
line General Union of Workers 
(UGT) into four days of meet- 
ings with a strong denunciation 
of the regime of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco.

Delegates shouted “UGT,

A UGT spokesman told news-

place, About 75 foreign ob- 
servers, mostly irom Western 
Europe, attended the opening 
session. 

The attacks on Gen. Franco 
and his 36 years of rule were 
believed to be the strongest 
made in public since his death 
in November. 

Mr. Redondo told the UGT 
delegates, whose membership is 
strongest in the restive Basque 
region and the Asturias mining 


area, “Democratic organizations 
are with us. The new genera- 
tion is fighting for the same 
rights we have—for the work- 
ing class.” 

Praising the organization for 

“anti-Fascist resistance over the 
Jast 40 years,”.“the head of the 
25,000-member UGT said it had 
the support of the Socialist 
‘Workers’ party. 
- “This congress is a conquest,” 
he said. “We are leaping over 
the barriers of the present 
regime.” 

He called on the UGT to re- 
main within an alliance of 
political forces opposing the 
government and calling for a 
break with the regime. 

A government source said the 
regime would have to comment 
on the UGT convention.

14 months ago and this, in turn, 
led to Turkish denial of U.S. 
privileges at military installations 
in Turkey. 

Congress has since backed away 
from the arms embargo and a 
$125-million. Turkish aid package 
is expected to receive final ap- 
proral shortly. 

But the pro-Greek. lobby ἐπ 
Congress remains strong and the 


consensus is that, unless there is 
progress toward a negotiated δεῖς 
tlement on Cyprus, Congress will 
reject the Sl-billion agreement 
with Turkey. Most experts 
believe this would also doom 
the agreement with Greece.

Italy Socialists 
Bar New Plan, 
Urge Elections 


ROME. Apri 15 «Reuters).—Ituly’s Socialist party today called 
for genera) elections in June after rejecting compromise proposals 
by the ruling Christian Democrats aimed at avoiding elections. 

A Statement issued by the party leadership dismissed a Chmsuan 
Democratic plan for a limited dialogue with the Communist party. 

The Socialist statement said the dialogue was doomed to faiJure. 

“The Socialist party therefore calis on all democratic forces by 
common accord to take note of the situation and to propose to the 


President of the republic the 
desirability of an early dissolu- 
tion of the legislature,” the state- 
ment said. 

The Christian Democrats had 
hoped that talks with the Com- 
Tounists an the economy and 
abortion reform would forestall 
an early election, which might 
bring the Communist party a role 
in government. 

But the proposal for Lmited 
consultations fell well short of 
Communist and Socialist demands 
for a common platform for gor- 
ernment as the only alternative 
to elections. 

Premier Aldo Moro’s minonty 
Christin Democratic government 
relies for its survival on the 
Socialist party and observers suid 
he now had httle choice but to 
agree to early elections. 

Meanwhile. the Cabinet tw 
night set June 13 as the date 
for a Nationwide referendum 
calied to repeal antratortion 
laws. This was largely a forma!- 
ity since general elections would 
automatically postpone the ref- 
erendum a year. 

Socialist and Communist 
leaders have indicated that if the 
next elections give them a major- 
ity they wonld be prepared to 
‘form a “popular front” coalition 
whether or not the Christian 
Democrats joined. The Christian 
Democrats have consistent- 
ly spurned the idea of a gorern- 
ing alliance. 

The Socialist statement said 
thet Parliament should. before 
being cissolved, approve the mast 
urgent economic legislation be- 
love it sa that elections could be 
held in mid-June, 

It said that the Socialist deci- 
sion was dictated by a “realistic 
judgment of the political situa- 
tion, and in full consciousness of 
the risks mberent in the state 
of uncertainty an@ jack of gov- 
ernment authority during the 
electoral period.” 

These risks were preferable to 
@ continuimg political and eco- 
nomic crisis. it said. 

In the face of the Christian 
Democratic attitude, “the need 
for early elections to place all 
the basic’ themes of national 
policy before the country . . 
hag become actual and can no 
longer be postponed,” the Social- 
ist statement said. 

The two-week-old political 
erisis stems from a major parlia- 
mentary dispute on liberalizing 
abortion. The Socialists want 
abortion on demand in the first 
three months of pregnancy, while 
the Christian Democrats oppose 
what they call indiscriminate 
liberalization. 

The influential Milan daily 
Corriere della Sera said today: 
“Everything leads one to believe 
that the Christian Democrats are 
preparing for {early elections], 
even though they are trying to 
do everything to lenve the last 
word on the matter to others.”

In such times of crisis. the 
Communists do seem to improve 
their chanecs of emerging fren:

polls suggested that the Com- 
munists could welj increase their 
share next time. 

Moreover, the disarray and un- 
certainty within the Christian 
Democrats, who form the present 
one-party. minority government, 
do little to help their cause.

By Procedural Squabbles 
Cyprus Communities’ Talks 
Brought to Edge of Collapse As Survival

NICOSIA, April 15 (NYT!.—A 
Series of procedural squabbles be- 
tween ethnic Greeks and Turks 
have again brought the Cyprus 
peace talks to the edge of col- 
lapse. 

“The whole thing is spoiled,” 
Said αὶ well-informed diplomat. 
“It could take five or six months 
to get things going again. I don't 
believe in miracles.” 

Most independent analysts here 
believe that the Greek and Turk~- 
ish leaders do not want to nego- 
tiate sertously.

World Bank Chief

West Bank Politics

winners on Tuesday, however. were Pales- 
tintan nationalists and Arab radicals who 
rode to victory on the frustrations accumu- 
lated during nine years of Israeli occupation. 
They are a varied group and an excited 
group and. since they have neither organi- 
zational discipline nor a political program, 
it is simply not possible for them or others 
to know what they will do. 

It would be nice if these newly elected 
municipal officials would start out by ad- 
dressing themselves to municipal affairs. 

Their preoccupation with civic affairs 
would not only be of practical value to their 
650.000 constituents, 2s well as being a major 
poiitical convenience to the Israeli and Jor- 
daulan governments. It might also have a 
temperiig effect upon their anti-Israel cru- 
Sading zeal. But such are the pulls of 
Palestinian politics that the new councilmen 
are unlikely to be content with sweeping the 
streets. They will probably feel compelled 
to struggie politically. by exploiting the broad 
opportunities afforded by the liberal Israeli 
occupation, for a Palestinian West Bank tand 
Gaza) state. There will be no shortage of 
fire-eaters in Beirut ready to describe as 
“collaboration” a routine concern for the 
West Bank population's good. The fire- 
eaters’ apprehension that a West Bank lead- 
ership might be consolidated without them 
gives them. unfortunately, a powerful extra 
incentive to keep the pot boiling. This is 
the familiar dilemma of any nationai group 
nutside its own homeland. It will persist and 
“deepen as long as the occupation goes on. 


Given the virtual certainty of ‘continued . 


Palestinian flalling. the future of the West 
Bank will mostly depend on the Israelis—and 
secondarily, on the Jordanians. Currently 
the Israe.is are paralyzed They can agree 
among themselves neither on how to hold 
the West Bank (what kind of occupation, 
what settlement policy. εἴς. nor on how 
they might relinquish at least some part of 
~it.- This has been perhaps the most grievous

since, 1967.. The opportunities Tel Aviv has 
wasted to deal with King Hussein can prob- 
ably not be counted on the fingers ot one 
hand.

More recently. another po.icy 
current has emerged: to try to nudge Israel 
and the PLO to move towards acceptance of 
each other as eventual partners in a quest 
for accommodation. ‘This is the context in 
which the administration has criticized Is-

—while consistently blocking the efforts of 
others to break down Israeli resistance to 
any dealing with the PLO until that organi- 
zation accepts the basic UN resolutions call- 
ing for a negotiated peace. These two U.S.

Peking’s Nuclear’ Restraint 


By Jonathan D. Pollack ᾿ 


‘AMBRIDGE, Mass.—It is now 

more than 11 years since 
China exploded its first nuclear 
device. The almost universal 
alarm evident a decade ago is 
now rarely beard, and properly 
30. 

China's emergence as a nu- 
clear-weapon state has rein- 
forced rather than undermined 
the caution and control long ap- 
parent in Peking’s conduct of its 
forcign affairs, - 

Chinese leaders have not been 
prone to reekless actions, nor 
have they used atomic blackmail 
against nonnuclear states. Peking 
has not transferred nuclear tech- 
nology or fissionable material to 
other countries, and hea con- 
sistently sought to limit the con- 
tingencies under which it might 
ure such weapons. 

Tt is also obvious that China's 
nuclear program has not pro- 
ceeded according to U.S. expecta- 
tions. The belief that China 
would engage in widespread 
weapons testing and rapid dc- 
ployment of delivery systems was 
clearly mistaken. China has con- 
ducted 18 known tests since 1964. 
Doring the same period. accord- 
ing to the public record. the 
United States has tested weap- 
ons on 278 occasions. and the 
Sovtet Union 167 times. 


Delirery Systems 


‘The slow growth in delivery 
systems is cven more striking. 
As acknowledged by Gen. George 
Brown, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, in recent con- 
gressional testimony. a “Hmited 
renge” intercontinental ballistic 
missile ready for deployment for 
several years has yet to become 
operational. Nor has China de- 
plosed any sea-launched bnilistic 
misstes. Chinese strategie forecs 
instead consist of a modest com- 
plement of medium-range and 
intermediate-range bombers and 
baliistte missijes. based heavily 
on Savict technology of the late 
1950s and even earlicr. Moreover, 
the growth of these forces has 
virtualy ceased m recent years. 
No intermediate bombers. for ex- 
ample, sre known to hare been 
built or deploycd since 1973. 

The premices underlsing Chi- 
Nese poder emerge more clearly 
from ‘these trends. Chincse of- 
Neials have always insisted that 
ther country’s development of 
nuclesr weapons is “solely for 
the purpose Of self-defense.” The 
Princinal objective is lo assure 
that China acquires an unspeci- 
fled but survivable retaliatory 


capability, particularly ageinst 
the Soviet Union. ; 
Thus, a consensus appears to 
exist in Peking to avoid the un- 
restrained growth of Chinese nu- 
clear-delivery systems. Inter- 
mediate and medium-range mis- 
siles, even .if “obsolescent and 
cumbersome” (Gen. Brown's de- 
scription), can be dispersed wide- 
ly,-and never clustered in signif- 
icant numbers. Placing missiles 
in caves helps compensate for 
insifficiencies in hardened un- 
derground silos. Similarly. what 
Gen. Brown termed an “old and 
vulnerable" bomber force can. be 
rotated frequently to different 
airfields. Such steps help un- 
dermine any first-strike calculs- 
tions that Soviet military plan- 
ners could have reasonably con- 
sidered only a few years ago. 


Role Restricted 


Restricting the role of China's 
nuclear weapons to a strategy of 
pure deterrence has other ad- 
vantages, us well It greatly 
constrains the technological and 
economic burdens of attempting 
to match Soviet and United States 
delivery systems. There _ is, 
‘moreover, no assurance that Chi- 
me's capacities in high-technolozy 
areas such os guidance systems, 
warhead design and fueling 
techniques can even approzimite 
the efforts of the superpowers. 

‘The acquisition of a modest but 
credible second-strike force seems 
3 more realistic objective. Such 
8. limited gon] enubles China to 
avoid the endless problem of 
iechnology acquisition and mod- 
ernization of forces that plagues 
the United Sistes and the Soviet 
Union. And it can be nccom- 
plished without any appreciable 
detrument to Chinese security. 

When Peking eventually as- 
semble: 2 fuiler array of detivery 
systems, such capabilities will be 
attributable to a far less burden- 
some strategy of incrempnial 
weapons development. It will not 
derive from a frenzied effort to 
echicve superficial equivalence 
with Sovieb end U.S. strategic 
power. 

‘These findings ruise serious 
doubts about any ineipient trian. 
gutarity in the strategic relations 
gniong Chinn. the United States 
end the Soviel Unian. The widely 
accepted view that Peking must 
emulate Washington and Moscow 
remsits unproved. Inderd, the 
Chinese situatian sursert. very 
much the contrary—that there 
art paths to sreatepower slitus 
that Gn not depend upon endicss 
expenditures for armaments.

TEL. AVIV, April 15 (ΠΡῚ}.-- 
David Elazar, 51, who resigned 
under a cloud as chief of staff be- 
cause of Israel's lack of prepara- 
tion for the 1973 Middle East war, 
died today. : Ξ 
_ ‘The retired lieutenant general, 
nicknamed “Dado.” died at Tel 
Aviv's Ichiloy Hospital after suf- 
fering an apparent heart attack 
while swimming in a pool near 
his suburban home. 


Doctors at the hospital said a. 


Medical team tried for more than 
an hour to save Gen. Blazar but 
finally gave up in the early eve- 
ning and pronounced him dead. 

Gen. Elazar, who had been 
chairman of the board’ of Israel's 
Zim shipping line since leaving 
the armed forces πὶ 1974, resigned 
after an investigative commission 
criticized his preparations for the 
Yom Kippur war. 

‘The committee accused him of 
failing to recommend a partial 
mobilization of Israel's military 
forces a week before the outbreak 
of war and of failing to draw up 
an adequate defense plan egainst 
an all-out attack. 

_ Born im Yugoslavia 

Born in Zagreb, Yugoslavia, 
Gen. Elazar migrated to Israel in 
1940 at the age of 15, It was in 
his native land that he acquired 
the name “Dado.” 8. common 
Yugoslay nickname. 

During his days of fighting with 
the. underground Zionist army 

. Gen. Elazar gained a second nick- 
name; “Bulldog,” referring to his 
tenacious cambat performance. 

In the. 1948 Israeli war of in- 
dependence, he commanded the 
company which fought in the Old 
City of Jerusalem. After the war 
he studied economics and Middle 
Eastern affairs at Hebrew Uni- 
versity and in.1956 he became & 
colonel commanding the infantry

and another, Rodrigo, is man- 
ager of the Bogota newspaper La 
Republica. 
“Mr. Ospina won the Colombian 
presidency with a plurality in 
1946 when the Liberals split be- 
tween two candidates. 

In 1948, a general uprising oc- 
curred in Bogota when populist 
Liberal leader Eliecer Gaitan was 
assassinate. Rather than flee 
and resign the presidency, Mr. 
Ospina quelled the rebellion and 
dissolved Congress when it tried 
to impeach him. 

In the 1950 presidential elec- 
tions, the Liberals refused to 
participate and another conserva- 
tive, Laureano Gomez, took over 
the reins of government. 

Between 1948 and. 1958, when 
the Liberals and Conservatives 
finaly paiched up their feud in 
the. so-called National Front 
Coalition, a civil war raged in 
Colombia in which it is estimat- 
ed more than 100,000 persons 
died.

A Town 


In French, the vegetable has 
no other name than crosne ‘or 
crosnes'. Everyone agrees that 
this is derived from the town 
of Crosnes, not far from Paris, 
but not everyone agrees why. 
The commonest explanation is 
that this is where they were 
first raised commercially by 5 
man named Paillieux (or Pail- 
Jeux), One authority says that 
Crosnes never grew crosnes; Pail- 


Yeux simply named the vegetable 


for his home town. The chosen 
land of the crosne seems, indeed, 
to have been Sully-sur-Loire, of 
which it was at.one time the 
most important vegetable, at- 
taining such high quality there 
that crosnes from Sully com- 
manded a premium price on the 
Paris market. 

The introduction of crosnes 
into France occurred in 1882 or 
1887, depending on whom you 
read, but these dates are, Jor 
once, not irreconcilable. Ap- 
parently the crosne was first 
planted experimentally in 1882 
and. first sold commercially in 
1887, 

Fist planted by whom? 
Larousse encyclopaedia supplies 
the name of Bois—no first name, 
no details. He should be the 
likeliest candidate for the honor, 
if this refers to Désiré Bois, the 
naturalist who at the right period 
was professor at the National 
Museum of Natural History, who 
did introduce a large number of 
foreign food plants into France 
and wrote at ieast two books 
about them.
